E SOLVED, That the Aft permitting Inoculation within this State, and all Acts 
made in Addition to and Amendment thereof, be and they are hereby fufpended until 
the firft Day of October next. 



Provided neverthelefs, That Permifilon be and is hereby given for inoculating the Soldiers 
who have or may inlift into the Continental Battalion! railing by this State, in the Farm- 
J-foufe belonging to Dr. Jofeph Joflyn, in the Town of Eaft-Greenwich, about four Miles 
from the compact Part thereof. Provided alfo, That the Inhabitants of the Town of North- 
Providence may bt inoculated, or if they mould take the Small- Pox in the natural Way, that 
they be removed to a Hofpital which may be ordered within faid Town by the Town Coun- 
cil thereof, to be under their Direction, and under the Rules and Regulations as is provided 
in the aforementioned Acts. 

It is further Refolved, That if any PerFon (hall be guilty of inoculating any Perfons, or 
aiding affifting or advifing thereto, within this State, contrary to this Refolvc, he fhall forfeit 
and pay a Fine of Thirty Pounds Lawful Money, for each Perfon v:ho fhall befo inoculated 
contrary to the Tenor hereof, to be recovered by Bill, Plaint or Information, in any Court oF 
Record within this State; one Half thereof to and for the Ufe of the Informer, and the Re-* 
mainder for the Ufe of this State. 

And it is Ordered, That a Copy hereof be published in the next Providence Gazette, and 
tent to each Town-Clerk within this State.
